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ABSTRACT 

The present paper deals only with the angiosperm flora of the district of ruruiia of West Bengal* 

The enumeration of species consists of 94 families, 287 genera and 405 species, of which dicotyledons 
contain 78 families, 235 genera and 324 species, and the rest are monocotyledons. Among dicoty¬ 
ledonous families, predominant are Papilionaceae, Rubiaceae and Euphorbiaceae and among mcno- 
cotyledonous Graminae and Cyperaceae, The collection includes some plants which appear to be 
new to West Bengal flora. 


INTRODUCTION 

Purulia is the youngest and westernmost district 
of West Bengal. The district appears to be' rich 
in vegetation and batanically interesting. Speci¬ 
mens were collected in the months of March, May, 
July-August and September from the forests and 
open lands of Matha, Baghmundi, Ajodjiya, Jhalda, 
Kolma, Panchkot and their neighbouring areas. 
Collections were also made from Purulia proper. 
These places were also visited by S. N. Biswas, D. 
K. Banerji and U. Chatterji of Central National 
Herbarium. 

PHYSICAL ASPECT 

The district lies between 22°43'N and 23°42'N 
and 85°49'E and 86°54'E. The 'tropic of cancer’ 
passes through the north of this district. The dis¬ 
trict is bounded by Bankura on the east, Midna- 
pur on the south-east, Burdwan on the north-east, 
Dhanbad at north, Hazaribagh at north-west, 
Ranchi at west, and Singhbhum at south-west and 
south (Map). 

In general characteristics, this is an upland dis¬ 
trict with a gradual descent from Central India to 
the delta of lower Bengal. In great measure, it 
consists of metamorphic rocks, spurs projected 
from table-land on the west and swelling ridges of 
laterite. As the metamorphic rocks thin out, the 
laterite ridges thicken in the east. The dips 
between ridges are broader and level. The district 
is open and presents the appearance of a series of 
rolling downs, dotted here and there with isolated 
conical hills. In the adjoining areas of Jhalda and 
Kolma, there are series of isolated groups of hills 
and peaks. Some of them attain considerable eleva¬ 
tion. South of these there is a regular range known 
as Baghmundi range which attains an elevation of 
600-750 m. This forms the water-shed between 
Subarnarekha and Kasai and ends abruptly in 
Matha. This area is rich in vegetation. Panch¬ 
kot is a ridge in the north-east, rising to, its highest 


point at its eastern extremity (480 m). It is covered 
with dense scrub jungle. 

SOIL 

Laterites spread over the district, though the 
eastern border is encroached by recent alluvium. 
At many places there are thick deposits of clay, 
which sometimes attain a thickness of 18 m on 
the northern base of Baghmundi plateau. The 
cultivated lands are characterised by hard ferrugin¬ 
ous gravei with a thin over spread layer of vegetable 
mould where protected by jungles. Clay, loamy 
and sandy soil are also present. 

CLIMATE 

The district is much drier than others of West 
Bengal. From early March till the end of May or 
beginning of June, hot west winds prevail and the 
temperature in shade rises to 34°C and sometimes 
several degrees higher; the night temperature falls 
considerably. The rains set in about the middle 
of June and last till the middle of September, The 
air is comparatively dry in the intervals between 
showers and the sultry damp and steamy atmos¬ 
phere of a West Bengal district at the sametime is 
comparatively uncommon. With uctober cooler 
currents of air from the north and west set in and 
by the end of the month the cold weather is 
ordinarily well established. 

RAINFALL 

The precipitation from November to April is less 
than 8.89 cm. In May it goes down to 7.62 cm ; in 
June it rises to 24.13 cm. In July and August 
33.00 cm and this is the wettest time. In September 
it is 21.59 cm which suddenly falls to 6.35 cm in 
October. The total rainfall of a year varies from 
124.33 to 139.57 cm. 

SOME ASPECTS OF VEGETATION 

Forests : The forests in this district axe of typical 
dry deciduous type. Biotic factors disturb forest 
life to a great extent at many places. There are 
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many reserved and protected forests in this district.
